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Plan Improvements 
At State Forest 

Work will commence early in the 
summer on the construction of 
three new buildings, 50 additional 
fireplaces and a new drinking water 
supply at the Harold Parker state 
forest at a cost of $19 000, Gov. 
Christian A, Herter has announced. 
This is part of the $50,000 pro- 
gram for the improvement of state’ 
parks and forests. 

Gov. Herter pointed out that the 
Harold Parker state forest is grow- 
ing in popularity each year, draw- 
ing large numbers of recreation 
seekers from Essex and Middlesex 
counties. He said figures show 
that 59,651 persons visited the 
area in 1952 and last year the nunm- 
ber increased to 61,767 visitors.
